4. Conditions of Service,- The conditions of service of 
the officers and staff of the Comnnission in the matters of 
pay, allowances, leave, provident fund, age of superannuation, 
pension and retirement benefits and other conditions of 
service, shall be regulated in accordance with such rules and 
regulations as are for the time being applicable to officers 
and staff belonging to Group 'A’, Group 'B', Group 'C’, and. 
Group 'D’ of the Central Government, as the case may be, of 
the corresponding scales of pay attached to these posts.

5. (1) Save as otherwise provided in sub-rule (2), the 
officers and staff of the Commission in the matter of medical 
facilities shall be governed by the Central Services (Medical 
Attendance) Rules, 1944. 


(2) The persons appointed to the All India Services 
who are in the Commission on deputation basis shall be 
governed by the All India Sevices (Medical Attendance) Rules,
